Rousing Speech 


London, Feb, 24. 

Tn a specch which he delivered at 
Birmingham to-day the Prime Minls- 
ter, Mr. Neville Chamberlain, sald: 

“Whatever outrages the enemy may 
commit, one thing js certain. We 
have no reason to fear the result -of 
this struggle, however long it may 
last. We do not stand alone.” 

Referring to the allinnce with 
France, the Prime Minister said that 
ft must not end with the termination 
of the war, but must rather help us 
to work out the problems of the new 
Europe in on association {In which we 
shall gladly welcome the colabora- 
tion of others who share our ideals. 

After referring In general terms to 
Britain's war aims, he continued: 
“How, in concrete terms, are theso 
alms to be secured? Firstly, the in- 
dependence of the Poles and Czechs 
must be secured; Secondly, we must 
have some tanglble evidence that 
will satisfy us that any pledges or 
ussurances given will be fulfilled. 

Germany Must Act Next 

It’ ts, therefore, for Germany to 
take the next step and to show us 
that she has, once and for all; aban- 
doned the thesis that Might js Right. 

“Frince and Britain cannot. and 
would not wish slone to’ settle the 
new, Europe, Others must come In 
to hetp us, above all to bring nbout 
disarmament, which Is an essential 
feature for a lasting peace. 

“In the re-establishment. of — con- 
fidence, Germany herself can do more 
than uny .cther nation, since she 
herself has done most to destroy it, 
and when she Is ready to give reliable 
proofs of her goodwill she will not

Munich, Feb. 24. . 

In a speech to 2,000 cheering Nazi 
lenders and followers at the Fest Sal 
Sal Hofbracuhaus on the occasion of 
the. 20th. anniversary of the ‘pro- 
mulgatlon of the Naz! Party, tler 
intimated that Germany had not yet 
occupied all the -territory in middie 
Europo to which she was entitled and 
said that there were still some regions 
in which Germany hud .duilt and 
where she was entitled to Mving 
room. : 

He sald: “We demand the return 
of the Colonies robbed from _us by 
the capitalistic plutocrats, Central 
Europe was built by us, not by the 
Britlsh. God did not create the 
world for England alone, My first 
gon] is the security of our own liv 
ing space, There are still some 
regions in the middle of Europe 
which have been bullt by Germany 
and there we shall lve; there. we 
will not tolerate any threat or poll- 
tical combinntlon ngainst us.” 

Reiterating his confidence in 
winning the war, he sald that if he 
had been Chancellor of a Nazi re- 
wime during the world war Germany 
would have been the victor. He de- 
clared that Germuny had been de- 
velved and betrayed by the Versailles 
Treaty. “AH were deceived,” he 
shouted, “the Halians, the Indians In 
India and the Arabs, who were pro- 
mised a bly Arab Empire; even the 
Jews were betrayed because they 
were promised the sime territory.” 

Hitler sald that Germany had not 
been actually vanquished, “she had 
just been deceived.” Germany had 
no rights ond no arms and Jt was 
“hell” for decent men to be dominat- 
ed by «a International clique of 
plutocrats,” 

He asserted that Germany's de- 
fence against the blockade was solid, 
“We made ourselves blockade-proof,” 
he sald. “Our defence iggainst the 
blockade and our basis for autareny 
are solid in contrast to 1014.° We all 
know Germany cannot be forerd 
down either by armies of economic 
warfare.” B 

He stressed Germany's [rlendships 
for Russin, Italy and Japan and ecx- 
corlated the London, Paris and 
Jewish groups who were secking to 
defeat Germany. He sald that Ger- 
miny’s friendship for Italy included 
u regime of leading personalities. He 
flaunted the British for mfscaleula- 
tion in thelr effort to turn Russia 
against Germany, 

He said: “Even Japan, which was 
against us in 1914, js now our close 
friend. These formidible nations are 


now well-meaning neutrals.” .

effect on the crew was that they be-| 
came cnervated und were incapable 
of doing very much. 


Inofficient Method 


The Admiralty are unable to com-

While technical experts agree that 
gas in highly compressed form might 
be used in a mine at sea the efficiency 
of such a barbarous method of attack 
fs open to criticism, 

If a gus mine exploded on the 
leeward side of a vessel in the windy 
weather usually assaclated’ with the 
North Sea the gas would be carried 
harmlessly away, 

Its effect on the crew would be 
entirely dependent upon the vagaries 
of the weather ond the damage in- 
Alcted would be problematical.

But the activities of Great Bri-’ 
tain on the sea and in the air do 
not renlly mean” very much to 
him, any more than do those of 
his own navy and air foree. The 
arm in which he puts his 
confidence is the infantry.

The 
doctor told him they were dead. 

The pilot. was just a boy. He 
raised himself up in bed and 
brought his hand up to his ban- 
daged head in a salute.

Courageous and Royal Oak.

Even though these wero la- 
mentable catastrophes they hearten- 


Jed him, for they brought it home 


to him that he was being really sup- 
ported by the British Navy.

It is only necessary fo vislt Gov- f 


ernment Departments In Hongkong, 
with their neatly painted name- 
plates announcing that within sits the 
chief, the principal assistunt, the 
second assistant ~the~ third - assistant, 
the fourth assistant, the deputy assist~ 
ant, the second deputy assistant, the 
chief clerk, the assistant chict 
clerk, the chief deputy clerk, the 
assistant deputy clerk and a whole 
plethoru of other assistants to realise 
what will happen in this Colony if 
the taxation proposals of tha War 
Revenue Committee ore adopted. 

A new department will be set up. 
It wlll require a Board of Inland 
Revenue consisting of five members, 
each, presumably, drawing the usual 
allowances. 

It will require a Commissioner who 
won't be in receipt of much less 
than $24,000 per annum. There will 
be a Deputy Commissioner, whose 
salary will absorb the taxes derived 
from a hundred tax-payers, There 
will be several Assistant Commis- 
sfoners, each with his own little office 
and stenographer.

Denmark, Norway, And 
Sweden In Conference 


‘COPENHAGEN. Feb. 26 
(Reuter).—A conference of the 
Foreign Ministers of Denmark, 
Norway and Sweden opened this 
afternoon, 

After’ a luncheon together, — the 
Ministers were received by King 
Christian, after which the full con- 
{crence of Ministers und advisers be- 
gun in the Christlanborg Palace. 

Dr. Munch, the Danish Foreign 
Minister, who presided, before going 
into the conference said that no hard 
and fost ngenda had been prepared, 
but only a very gencral one. - 

Both M. Gunther (Swedish Foreign 
Minister) and M,. Koht (Norwegian 


Foreign Minister)_have_ planned to 


return to their capitals to-night. 
Official Communiquo 

COPENHAGEN, Feb, 25 (Reuter). 
—A communique issued at the close 
of the Three-Power Conference 
states that the position in connection 
with the Russian-Finnish conflict was 
discussed. 

The Ministers have emphasised the 
most serious and profound desire of 
all northern peoples that the conflict 
may at an carly date be brought to 
a peaceful solution which will pre- 
serve the full independence of Fin- 
land. 

They have ascertained their unani- 
mity in respect of neutrality. They 
reject all assertions thnt pressure Is 
exercised by one side or the other, 
nnd they intend to continuc thelr 
policy impartially and independently 
in their relations to all states. 

The communique says that the 
Ministers have agreed to maintain the 
inviolability of neutral territory. 
They have also agreed to raise scrious 
objections and endeavour to avert 
violation of the principles of inter« 
national law in the conduct of naval 
warfare which inflicts considerable 
losses of human Hfe and economic 
values on neutrals when they main- 
tain thelr shi-ping in order to keep 
up thelr Iegltimate and necessary 
trade. : 

To Support Each Other 


They have also agreed to support 
each other on these questions. 

‘The Ministers were united in the 
conviction that unless war ends 
before violent and Iong-drawn fizht- 
ing has brought greater disasters than 
at present, it will. create such pro- 
found bitterment thut the opening of 
n rond ton enduring solution will 
be rendered still more dificult.
